Circuit Attorney Seeks 
Possible Violations

The circuit attorney’s office 
will investigate possible liquor 
law violations at two parties that 
preceded the deaths of two 19 
year-old youths, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned today. 

Larry Ray Waller and Kenneth 
Benson Jr. were fatally stabbed 
early Saturday in a wild fight in 
an apartment building at 5554 
Waterman boulevard, where the 
parties were held. 

Ronald Neil Morrison, 21 years 
old, has been charged with man- 
slaughter in connection with the 
deaths, in warrants issued by 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Thom- 
as M. O'Shea. 


An inquest into the deaths will 
be held tomorrow. Morrison was 
released today on $5000 bond for 
each of the two charges against 
him. 

Morrison attended a party 
in a third-floor apartment, where 
the fight began. Benson and 
Waller were at a party in a 
first-floor apartment in honor 
of Miss Donna Jean Mansfield, 
20, who is to be married soon. 


10 Were Under 21. 


Ten of the 22 persons who at- 
tended the parties are under 21 
years old. In Missouri, persons 
under 2] are prohibited by state 
law from purchasing alcoholic 
beverages. 

O’Shea said any evidence of 
liquor law violations will be pre- 
sented to a circuit court grand 


jury. 

The fight which started in 
the third-floor apartment in- 
volved Morrison and Francis F. 
Felber, 24, who shares the apart- 
ment with Leonard F. Montague, 
also 24. 

Morrison, two companions and 
Miss Sherron Williams, 18, who 
occupies a second-floor apart- 
ment, were sitting in the kitchen 
of Montague’s apartment when 
Felber entered. 

Felber seized a bottle of vodka 
from a table and placed it in the 
refrigerator. Felber later said he 
did not know Morrison or that 
he and his companions had been 
invited to the apartment by Mon- 
tague.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24—House 
and Senate conferees hit a snag 
today on the so-called ‘‘no man's 
land’ issue in their efforts to 
work out a compromise labor re- 
form bill. 


Senator John F. Kennedy 


(Dem.), Massachusetts, chief 


sponsor of the Senate-passed bill, | 
said at a noon break in the ses- | 


sion of the conference commit- 


tee, that several proposals had | 
been advanced, that there had | 
been votes taken, but no agree- | 


ment had been reached. 


The ‘‘no man’s land” problem | 


arises from the refusal of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
to take jurisdiction in all labor 
disputes involving firms engaged 
in interstate commerce. 

Senator Kennedy’s bill pro- 
vides that state agencies may 
take such cases rejected by 
NLRB, provided they are proc- 
essed in accordance with fed- 
eral law. There are only about 
12 states which have state labor 
boards patterned after the NLRB 
so the assumption is that in 
states where there is no ap- 
propriate agency, the NLRB 
would be forced to accept juris- 
diction. 


Landrum-Griffin Bill. 


The Landrum - Griffin bill, 
passed in the House 10 days ago, 
provides that state courts’ and 
agencies may handle cases over 
which the NLRB declines juris- 
diction. There is no requirement 
that the federal law be applied. 


Senator Barry Goldwater 
(Rep.), Arizona, a strong critic 
of unions, favors giving state 
courts the authority to handle 
disputes turned down by NLRB. 


Goldwater said the conferees 
were ‘‘not having the same suc- 
cess at all” today that they had 
last week when they reached ac- 
cord on six of the seven sections 
of the bills. 


Still to be resolved are the key 
points of difference between the 
Senate bill and the “tougher” 
House measure, including secon- | 
dary boycotts and organizational 
picketing. 

Goldwater said he expected to 
be able to tell by tomorrow eve- 
ning whether the conferees will 
be able to reach a compromise. 

If a “deadlock persists, Gold- 
water has indicated that he will 
offer a resolution in the Senate 
to substitute the House bill for 
the Kennedy bill. 


Secondary Boycotts. 


On secondary boycotts the 
Landrum-Griffin bill is regarded 
as much ‘“‘tougher” than the 
Kennedy bill, which outlaws. only 
‘hot cargo’ contracts ‘in the 
trucking industry. The House bill 
would bar such boycott arrange- 
ments in any industry covered 
by the law. 


Likewise, the Kennedy. and 
Landrum-Griffin bill contain dif- 
fering provisions restricting pick- 
eting. 

The Kennedy bill would bar 
picketing to compel union recog- 
nition or for organizational pur- 
poses if ‘the picketed employer

TOMS RIVER, N.J., Aug. 24° 
(AP)—The Ocean county prose- 
cutor said today the disastrous 
county jail fire was caused by 
matches or a lighted cigarette | 


passed to a prisoner in a padded | 
cell. 

Howard Ewart, the prosecutor, 
said one of the two trusty in- 
mates handed a cigarette and 
matches or a lighted cigarette to 
a “General Petersen,”” who was 
being held in the padded cell on 
a drunkenness charge. He said 
the gesture of the trusty was “an 
act of kindness.” 

The fire that broke out in the 
second-floor cell filled the jail 
with smoke, caused an explosion 
and took the lives of eight pris- 
oners. Twelve persons were in- 
jured.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Aug. 24 
(AP)—Catholics worshiped with- 
out police interference in Haiti's 
Notre Dame Cathedral yesterday 
but their dispute with the state 
remained bitter.

So This Area Can Grow 


There are plenty of valid reasons for adopt- 
ing the Freeholders’ proposal for a metropoli- 
tan district, and paramount among them in 
our judgment is that it would pave the way 
for the St. Louis area to expand substantially 
its economic base. 


The St. Louis city-county complex needs 
more new industry to help carry the cost of 
local government and to provide new jobs for 
the growing numbers of the next generation; 
it needs a more vigorous commerce, a dy- 
namic economic growth. But planned eco- 
nomic progress is hardly possible without 
effective area-wide government, and that is 
conspicuously lacking. 

The proposed metropolitan district neatly 
overcomes this deficiency without eliminating 
any of the county towns that most people 
want to handle local affairs. Once created, 
the district would be in position to provide 
the whole city-county area with more efficient 
traffic flow, improved mass transit, better 
overall land-use and resource planning, and 
a public agency to attract industry and jobs. 
With it surely would come a vigorous new 
spirit of metropolitan enterprise. 


To dismiss the district proposal with the 
empty slogan that it is merely “another layer 
of government,” as some critics so erroneous- 
ly do, is to ignore the basic fact that brought 
the Freeholder board into being in the first 
place. 

That fact is that neither city nor county 
alone can effectively provide the improved 
governmental climate necessary to the area's 
total economic growth. Only an agency 
like the district could create this climate be- 
cause only the district would have authority 
to tackle area-wide governmental problems. 


As the university economists and political 
scientists who conducted the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey pointed out: “Employers today 
are vigorously competing for engineers, chem- 
ists, salesmen and other skilled workers. 
Their chances to attract good employes are 
enhanced if work can be offered in pleasant 
communities that possess good services and 
facilities.” Among these facilities certainly 
must be included a first-rate rapid transit 
system and a plan for the free flow of truck 
and automotive traffic. 


New industry means more than new jobs; 
it means a broader tax base that can be tapped 
not only for the support of improved metro- 
politan services but also for improved local 
services and better schools. 


St. Louis county in particular needs the 
tax help that new industry and commerce 
would provide. For as the Survey disclosed, 
residential property owners in the county are 
carrying most of the tax burden. In 1957 
only 5 per cent of the county’s tax base was 
in the form of industrial valuations and only 
12 per cent was commercial. This helps ex- 
plain why school taxes in the county are so 
high in relation to those in St. Louis, and it 
suggests how to bring them down. 

The district plan provides a tool with which 
city and county can work now to assure their 
economic future. The alternative, attempting 
to limp along without metropolitan govern- 
mental machinery, is the route to stagnation 
and eventual decay. A vote For the District 
Nov, 3 is a vote for growth and progress in 
city and county alike, 


Battle Over Wilson’s Creek 


Again this year Senator Hennings and Con- 
gressman Brown of Missouri have introduced 
bills to make the battlefield of Wilson's 
Creek, south of Springfield, a national park. 
And so far the attitude of the Interior De- 
partment has been enough to raise the rebel 
yell in Missouri with all sides shouting it. 

Interior calls Wilson’s Creek a “secondary 
engagement.” But Missourians refuse to ad- 
mit that there was anything secondary about 
a battle which largely decided the fate of this 
state in the Civil War, or about an action that 
lasted only six hours on Aug. 10, 1861, yet re- 
sulted in a casualty rate of close to 20 per 
cent. Moreover, we know of few other bat- 
tles in which the Confederates outnumbered 
the Federals two to one (10,000 to 5000) but 
were fought to a standstill. 

Veterans of the Blue and Gray met on the 
field after the war and implored Congress to 
make the site a national park. But as State 
Representative Robert E. Young of Jasper 
county says, “There is a sad tendency for 
people out on the Potomac to think that the 
whole Civil War occurred between Washing- 
ton and Richmond.” So the second battle of 
Wilson’s Creek continues far longer than the 
first but with characteristic Missouri stub- 
bornness. Eventually, we suspect, those Fed- 
erals on the Potomac will be forced to 
capitulate. 


The Vanishing Books 

We are not inclined to be overly-righteous 
about the volumes that disappeared from the 
bookmobile on display at the American Na- 
tional Exhibition in Moscow. As far as we are 
concerned, Russians who are so starved for 
English literature as to steal books are wel- 
come to them. It is good news that the exhibit, 
closed because of the pilfering, is being re- 
opened with a new stock of 2000 volumes 
flown from New York. The project to re- 
supply the bookmobile was sparked by John

The bookmobile has 
been a major attraction for tens of thousands 
of Soviet visitors, and a few of them could 
not resist pocketing a treasure. The intensity 
of Muscovites’ desire is striking when consid- 
ered against the background of an article by 
Edward P. Morgan in The New Republic. 

Morgan, a seasoned reporter, accompanied 
Vice President Nixon on his recent trip to the 
Soviet Union. He was much impressed by 
the friendliness and honesty of the average 
Russian. He relates that he inadvertently left 
his camera on a hook in an airport washroom 
and that almost before he had cleared the 
door “a most inexpensively dressed Russian” 
was putting the apparatus in his hands with 
a smile. On another occasion, he misplaced 
a cheap plastic shoehorn in a community bath 
house. It was returned to him the next day 
by an elderly woman attendant, who had 
carefully locked it up overnight for safe- 
keeping.

Defining Conflicts of Interests — 

New York is .&@ model code 
of ethics for oy ye and unpaid. 
According to . Sharkey, 
leader in the City Council, it will not be 
copied because “it’s too tough.” 

Broadly, the code prohibits councilmen and 
employes from 
other 


they give official opinions. 

The acceptance of all gifts, loans and serv- 
ices from firms or persons interested in city 
business is prohibited. The disclosure of of- 
ficial information for private benefit is penal- 
ized. Investments of any kind which create 
a conflict of interests are forbidden. So is 
employment incompatible with public duty 
and the solicitation of such employment for 
the future. No city employe may appear be- 
fore a city agency for two years after ending 
his official employment. 

These rules are spelled out in detail. To- 
gether, they seem to cover just about every 
possible abuse of public office for private ad- 
vantage. Further, an unsalaried board of 
ethics has been established to render advisory 
opinions on the code to the Mayor and other 
authorities. 

The code is modified for such unpaid “pres- 


' tige” employes as members of the board of 


education and the public library trustees 
since Mayor Wagner feared their “mass resig- 
nation” if not given more latitude in their 
private affairs than that of paid officials. They 
are much less likely to be involved in con- 
flicts of interest, and it would be unfair to 
penalize them for civic servi freely 
rendered. ' 

Every government—from the national ad- 
ministration to the least village board—should 
have an equally clear guide to ethics in pub- 
lic office. Men of honor instinctively avoid 
conflicts of interest. The courts, however, 
have shown that much legislation now on the 
books leaves too much doubt in this area. So 
in spite of Mr. Sharkey’s doubt, the New York 
code should not go uncopied because “it’s 
too tough.” Instead, it should serve as a 
strong new example in drawing the line be- 
tween private and public interests. 


Mrs. Sullivan’s Birthday Gift 


The House of Representatives gave Mrs. 
Leonor Sullivan of St. Louis a welcome birth- 
day gift when by a vote of 232 to 127 it 
adopted the food stamp plan for which she 
has been battling the last five years. If ap- 
proved by the Senate and not vetoed by the 
President, it will be even more welcome to 
the country’s needy families. 

Under the Sullivan plan, the Secretary of 
Agriculture in his own discretion could issue 
stamps good for up to $1,000,000,000 a year in 
designated surplus foodstuffs. The Republi- 
can objection has been that it would “put the 
Department of Agriculture into the welfare 
business.” Why should it not—especially 
since the Department already makes. some 
commodities available for distribution? ~ 

To avert a veto, Mrs. Sullivan this year 
presented her plan as an amendment to a bill 
which authorizes the distribution of an even 
greater quantity of surplus foods overseas. 
The Senate and the President will find it dif- 
ficult ta advance a valid reason for not giv- 
ing food—food which otherwise might rot—to 
the nation’s hungry. 


Agree on the Fees 


State highway officials and St. Louis county 
circuit judges should come to agreement on 
limiting the over-sized appraisal fees awarded 
in the county. If they do not, State Repre- 
sentative R. J. King says, the Legislature un- 
doubtedly will enact’a fee schedule. 

A fee schedule set by law would be far 


less flexible than one set by agreement be- 


tween the judges and the Highway Commis- 
sion. There should be an element of flexi- 
bility in the schedule, for the work done by 
court-appointed commissioners in land con- 
demnation cases may vary greatly. Mr. King 
himself points this out. 

Nevertheless, the public still wonders how 
that work could vary to such an extent that 
county fees have come to nearly four times 
the rate paid in the city in recent years. The 
usual maximum rate paid in Missouri has 


been about $100 a day, and that is what somié . 
state officials think ought to be a maximum _ 
In one county case the fee

amounted to seven times that rate. 


An informal agreement could avoid a rigid 


maximum and still reduce the level of fees - 


paid in St. Louis county.

Saving Lives in Missouri 


Just a year ago the Medical Center at the 
University of Missouri installed a large 
$68,000 Van de Graff X-ray machine in con- 
nection with an underground X-ray labora- 
tory and a super-voltage X-ray generator. 
The intention was to make it available to 
people ‘throughout Missouri‘and particularly 
those some distance from medical centers in 
St. Louis and Kansas City. In the year that 
has passed, the machine has provided therapy 
treatments for 200 people and doubtless not 
a few of them owe their lives to its curative 
ministrations. Patient No. 200— Lawrence 
Williams of Shelbyville—had been stricken 
with cancer of the vocal chords. Between 
Jan. 20 and March 30, he received 32 X-ray 
treatments. When Mr. Williams went back to 
Columbia last week it was for a final check- 
up as a cured man. The staff welcomed him 
with a “Mr. 200” cake and he took the oc- 
casion to urge people to be examined fre- 
quently for cancer symptoms. The X-ray 
machine at Columbia and its record of good 
works in its first year should make all Mis- 
sourians proud, _ PE :

program) while state and local debt 
increased $14,100 million. 

The Government sops up $4 per cent 
of tax money, leaving only 6 per cent 
for states and municipalities. 

A Department of Urban Affairs, 
properly conceived and intelligently 
planned, need not be a costly Federal 
investment toward safeguarding our 
glorious future. Its prime and con- 
tinuing functions should be research 
and development. For example, it 
could work with the engineering and 
architectural schools in our great uni- 
versities, to train an adequate number 
of qualified experts to plan the cities 
of the future. Its financial support for 
urban rehabilitation could be set up 
wholly or partly on a self-liquidating 
basis. Our history is studded with suc- 
cessful examples: the FHA, the RFC, 
land banks, etc. 

Another function could be the 
guidance of various metropolitan 
areas toward more efficient, less ex- 
pensive per capita. self-government;

Our new expert in urban affairs will 
be part architect, part engineer, part 
scientific researcher, and most of all 
an organizer. To give this profession 
a name, let us call it urban science. 
Governor Meyner advanced the con- 
vincing suggestion that our state uni- 
versities undertake such a program. 
The law of supply and demand re 
quires that the present limited courses 
in city planning be expanded to great- 
er academic stature. 

I have left the role of the private 
citizen in creating a greater tomor- 
row until last, because it is perhaps 
the most vital, never-ending, and dy- 
namic role of all. Only by urging of- 
ficials to act, by supporting for public 
office men with progressive ideas, and 
the ability to carry out these ideas, 
by teaching the next generation its 
responsibilities to our explosive grow- 
ing nation, by complete dedication to 
our own share in the disciplined de 
velopment of our own cities can we 
assure these United States the un-

There’s a Type 


of Salad 


To Suit Every Taste and Menu 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

SALADS are as controversial 
a subject as politics, religion or 
in-laws in many households, The 
men of the house may feel that 
nothing but a simple, substantial 
salad with a well-flavored dress- 
ing is worthy of the name. Wom- 
en often find it impossible to re- 
sist the inclination to “‘pretty up’”’ 
a salad, favoring colorful com- 
binations of fruits with which 
they can display there artistic 
abilities. 

Actually, there is a type of salad 
to suit every taste, every budget, 
and every type of menu. Follow 
a few basic rules, then give your 
ingenuity free rein, and discover 
how much fun it can be to master 
the art of salad making. 

To get off to a good start, 
choose the leafy salad base care- 
fully. Try combining iceberg let- 
tuce with other greens such as 
endive, romaine, bibb or leaf let- 
tuce, escarole or tender spinach 
leaves. 

Do be sure that all greens are 
crisp, fresh, and thoroughly 
drained. 

Allingredients should be 
chilled; many experts insist upon 
a chilled salad bowl, too. 

Give thought to the final ap- 
pearance of the bowl. Salads 
that contain a number of ingre- 
dients can be so over-mixed that 
they become a hodgepodge. Some- 
times it is preferable to arrange 
the component parts in units on 
top of the base of greens. 

When tossing a salad use just 
enough dressing to coat each 
piece with savory flavor; too 
much dressing will make the 
salad watery or soft. 

The salads pictured on this 
page represent widely varying 
types. 

Citrus Buffet Salad, pictured 
above, will appeal to sophisti- 
cates. It is ideally suited to buf- 
fet service. Ingredients are ar- 
ranged in rows; to serve, cut 
across these and toss half the 
salad, leaving the rest with its 
design ef and erty es 
fresh for servings rom 
the buffet. 

The dressing, made from an 
envelope of the new cheese-gar- 
lic salad dressing mix, should be 
added at the last minute over 
that portion of the salad which 
is to be tossed and served at one 
time. 

The salad may be prepared in 
advance and kept in the refriger- 
ator. When guests arrive, serve 
soup-on-the-rocks as a starter. 
Then add the dressing to the 
salad and toss. (It is an easy

feat for guests to serve them- 
selves; ingredients are cut into 
pieces small enough for easy 
handling). For dessert course, 
serve on e and 
coffee.

Cook artichoke hearts as di- 

rected on package. Drain and 
cut in half; then chill. 
« Cut the greens into small 
pieces. Arrange in layers in a 
large salad bowl, heaping up 
slightly in the center. 

Dice grapefruit sections; slice 
or chop the egg and bacon. Ar- 
range these ingredients along 
with the artichoke hearts, chicken, 
cheese and chives in rows across 
the top of the greens. 

For an especially attractive 
pattern, arrange artichoke and 
grapefruit in two wide rows, side 
by side, across center of the 
greens. Next to the artichoke, 
place a row of cheese; then a 
row of eggs. Next to the grape- 
fruit place a row of chicken; 
then a row of chives. Sprinkle 
bacon along edges of artichoke 
and grapefruit rows. 

To serve the salad, sprinkle 
part of the dressing crosswise 
over one end of the bowl. Toss 
lightly and serve from that sec- 
tion.

Wood Floor Over Concrete 


ONE OF THE BEST WAYS to 
handle a concrete floor that is 
cold, damp or just plain hard is 
to put a wood floor over it. And 
one of the best ways to put a 
wood floor over concrete is with 
2 in. x 4 in. screeds and a spe- 
cial mastic, 

The 2 in. x 4 in. screeds should 
be between 16 and 30 inches in 
length. It’s best if they are not 
all the same length. These are 
set on the floor in rows about 12 
inches apart. The ends of the 
screeds should be overlapped 
about 4 inches or so. 


The special asphalt mastic 
used to attach the wood screeds 
to the concrete floor is applied 
when hot. It is applied in rows 
about \%4 Inch thick and wide 
enough so that the screeds can 
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be set into it. Use a notched 
trowel to apply the mastic and 
set the screeds firmly into it. 
When all the screeds are in 
place and the mastic is hard, 
the wood flooring can go down. 


This is laid at right angles to 
the screeds and the floor boards 
are nailed through their tongues 
into the screeds. If you wish, 
you can put down a hardwood or 
softwood finish floor in this way

The other way to install a 
wood floor over concrete is to 
set 2 in. x 4 in. wood sleepers 
in place using a masonry an- 
chor. This takes a good deal

Up in the Air 


DEAUVILLE, France, Aug. 24. 
THE TOURIST SEASON is at its height in France. Up 
here on the Normandy coast we run into Americans, British, 
Germans—even the French come here since about half of 
Paris closes down in August. The French journals today 
expect‘ even more next 
year. 

“With the change to jet 
travel, one must expect 
greater increases. It re- 
mains to be seen where 
tourism will end.” 

It does indeed. We have 
flown on almost everything 
around here. Today we 
put a public relations man 
named Don Keating on an 
Air France DC-3 from 
Deauville to London where 
he will catch the new 


Irish Air Lines for the 


States. It cost him $417 round trip from New York. 


My teen-age daughter met me in Paris. TWA round trip 
from San Francisco, $710.20. 


The price is right. Jet flights are cutting the time to 
about six hours. And nobody can predict what will happen 
mext year. 

Russia’s Aeroflot is making deals for new routes. They 
do not belong to the international price-setting 1.A.T.A. 


It is expected that Aeroflot will cut prices—they don’t have 
to make money. 


I talked to five people who flew in Aeroflot’s jet TU-104. 
It has no ground cooling system. And the runup of the 
jet engines raises cabin temperatures over 100 degrees. 
This cools off rapidly at 30,000 feet where there is no heat. 


Four of the five said it was most uncomfortable. 
And the fifth man was in such a rapture about 
everything Russian, I discounted him. 


The American Boeing 707 looks like the queen of the 
jet skies. (I flew TWA’s 707 from San Francisco to New 
York.) 


The French Caravelle jet will be a contender in short 
hops in Europe. But on transocean runs, TWA and Pan 
American should hold most of the business with the Boeing. 
(Foreign airlines are ordering Boeings, too.) 

Of several planes, Keating liked Irish Air Lines: (Aer 
Lingus over here) the best. 

Irish flies Constellations from New York and Boston. 
Jet-prop Viscounts inside Europe. However, it was not the 
mechanical aspect that impressed him. 


They’ve got nothing but red-headed stowardessen. 

You can always put wings and spark plugs together. 

, But where can you find that many redheads?” 

I have been flying those big, long-range TWA Jet- 
‘streams that carry enough gas to cross the ocean and back 
again. 

I flew British European Airways’ Viscounts to Moscow 
and back to London. I went to Copenhagen and London and 
Paris and New York and Moscow. There wasn’t an air- 
‘port that was not jammed at all hours like a commuter 
terminal. I have not seen a hotel where you did not re- 
quire a week’s advance reservation. 

There was not a plane that was not running full. 
usually with a waiting list.

You cannot get on a French railroad without 
advance booking. Sightseeing tours in Paris must be 
reserved. London hotels are full. Dublin is packed. 
Copenhagen had only 10 rooms left when I arrived. 


European tourist business has increased 15 per cent a 
Year, each year during the past five. 
best estimate with jet flights is an increase of 20 
per next year. No new hotels are building. And where 
we will all go next year, Heaven only knows. Even there, 
I think you should make a reservation.

Excessive Thirst 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: This summer I can’t stop drinking 
water. I know that one i¢ supposed to drink more in hot 
weather, but I can’t stop even after I’ve quenched my thirst. 
I notice my stomach is somewhat bloated. Does the body re- 
tain an excess of water, or does it get rid of it? I don’t want 
to get fat!—A. L.” 

Did you ever make soup, either from bouillon cube or a 
packet of “concentrated” soup? Or make a bowl of gelatin 
from two or three ounces of powder, plus a lot of water? The 
point is that the aforementioned are nutritious foods, even 
though they are principally water. Indeed, if you took any 
number of foods (an orange, apple, cabbage, potato, melon, 
carrot, etc.) and measured the water in them, it would be 75 
to 90-odd per cent. 


And so with the human body. Blood is mostly wa- 
ter, enriched with powerful nutrients. Our body tissues 
are full of water, and an athlete, especially on a hot 
day, can “lose” 5 or 10 or 15 pounds in an hour or two 
and gain most of it back by dtinking water. 


In summer you perspire more; you drink more to replace 
the water. The question is how much more you drink. Or 
whether, for a limited time, you are exercising a great deal 
more. It’s quite possible for a person to become unduly con- 
scious of this added thirst. 

Are there real reasons for too much thirst? Yes. Fever, 
of course, will intensify thirst. But you’d know if you had a 
fever. A simpler cause: You may, in the warm months, have 
cut down sharply on hot drinks like tea, coffee, soup. Your 
body would therefore demand more water. 


Again, chronic kidney disease, diabetes, continuing 
diarrhea and two or three less common conditions can 
increase. thirst—because they require you to get rid 
of more fluid, too. If this excessive craving for water 
is real, and not imagined, by all means have a physi- 
eal checkup. If something is wrong, it will be quickly 

“found. 


But don’t spend too much time worrying about ‘‘getting 
fat.” True, water is heavy—‘‘a pint’s a pound, the world 
around.” But unless something is rather drastically wrong, 
you won't retain any great amount of this water in your sys- 


‘tem above normal amounts.

Howard Hughes is « man 
of many myths and para- 
doxes. And although enor- 
mously wealthy and a titan 
of the United States busi- 
ness world, he has person- 
ally remained somewhat as 
a man of mystery. This is 
the first article of a series 
on his personality and ca- 
reer.

HOWARD R. HUGHES, the 
eccentric genius who is one of 
the richest men in the United 
States, has a money problem. 

Monarch of a fabulous empire 
—one branch holds more than 
half a billion dollars in defense 
orders — Hughes needs almost 
$300,000,000 to finish equipping 
Trans World Airlines, another of 
his dependencies, with commer- 
cial jet aircraft. 

To the outsider, he seems to 
be feeling the financial pinch as 
surely as a melodrama heroine 
threatened by a flint-hearted 
banker. Those who know his his- 
tory are betting on a triumphant 
finale, complete with bugle flour- 
ishes and the familiar signature: 
“Produced by Howard Hughes.” 

Accenting his dilemma is the 
frony that has stamped his 
whole career. The man who is 
pressed to match the pace of 
modern aviation is an aeronaut- 
ical pioneer who has left his 
mark on almost every airplane 
that’s aloft today. 

Since he is an eccentric and 
dedicated non-conformist, 
Hughes inspires antagonism of 
peculiar fervency. 

Regularly since his teens, the 
high brass of Hollywood, indus- 
try, the armed forces and the 
United States Congress have 
predicted that Howard Hughes 
was about to fall on his face. 

Regularly, Hughes has out- 
smarted critics, who’ in the 
words of a TV commercial, 

‘said it couldn’t be done.” 

Wary experts admit it would 
be like Hughes to pull the trick 
again, as annoyingly right as 
ever. And there’s more to their 
hunch than superstition. 


Hughes is ernomously rich. As 
sidelines, he owns a $2,000,000 
brewery and $7,000,000 in assort- 
ed stocks. His “‘important” in- 
terests include an aircraft com- 
pany which makes (among other 
things) electronic systems for 
all types of United States and 
Canadian all-weather interceptor 
planes; sole ownership of the 
principal source of essential 
tools to the oil industry this 
side of the Iron Curtain, and 
‘ownership of nearly four-fifths 
of TWA stock. 

The source of Hughes’ money 
“problems” might be traced 
back 45 years. His father, How- 
ard Sr., was running the oil 
tool business by unorthodox 
methods that flabbergasted his 
partner. Rather than reform, 
Hughes bought out his colleague 
and gave his 9%-year-old son 
a word of advice: 

“Howard, don’t ever have any 
partners. They’re nothing but 
trouble.” 

Hughes never forgot the les- 


son. 

If today he finds it necessary 
to raise millions for TWA, it’s 
largely because of his antipathy 
to sharing power with anyone, 
including bankers or stockhold- 
ers. 


To many industrialists, the at- 
titpde is almost incomprehen- 
sible. It is perfectly consistent, 
however, with the individualism 
which has made Hughes, to use 
another televsion phrase, ‘a 
legend in his own time.”

of royalty, he 
doesn’t own a home. He lives 
in hotel rooms which acquire 
scarcely a trace of occupancy 
and conducts million-dollar af- 
fairs by telephone, frequently 
from wayside pay stations. 

He’s reputed to be ruthless 
with veteran business associates 
or with remote acquaintances 
who have criticized him publicly. 

Yet loyal subordinates praise 
him as a boss who uses “we’’ 
when he refers to their mistakes, 
and his aircraft company con- 
ducts one of the most elaborate 
programs in the nation for em- 
ploying the blind, the paralyzed 
and the maimed. 

His publicity would fill a li- 
brary and a good deal of it is 
unfavorable. But he sternly for- 
bids any mention of countless 
anonymous generosities and re- 
luctantly agreed to publicize his 
aid-to-the-handicapped program 
only because the Government 
urged him to, as an example to 
others, 

Lavish as an Eastern poten- 
tate in spending huge sums, he'll 
balk at the waste of pennies. 
Once, in a transcontinental phone 
call involving millions, he told 
an associate to get certain in- 
formation and call back at once. 

“No,” he amended. ‘‘Wait until 
6 o’clock and get the night rate.”’ 

In the recounting of such a 
career, inaccuracies are bound 
to creep in, traceable to jealous 
and spiteful informants or to 
honest mistakes. Hughes, scorn- 
ing to set the record straight, 
hasn't helped matters. 


Commonly, he’s dismissed as 
a playboy, blessed by preposter- 
ous wealth and an unbreakable 
run of luck. He is, in fact, an in- 
defatigable worker who has suf- 
fered setbacks and disappoint- 
ments that would have broken a 
weakling. 

For some reason, his inheri- 
tance is often set at $17,000,000; 
one generous biographer put it 
at $80,000,000. Actually he in- 
herited, at 19, a share of his 
father’s business worth less than 
$500,000. He also inherited, at 
his birth on Christmas eve in 
1905, vitality, toughness and cur- 
iosity. 

His father was born in Lan- 
caster, Mo., grew up in Keokuk, 
Ia., studied law at Harvard and 
went into practice in Joplin, Mo. 
Lured to Texas by the great 
Spindletop oil strike in Beaumont 
in 1901, he won and lost a mod- 
est stake, pawned a diamond 
stickpin and won another. 


In 1904, he met and married 
the beautiful Allene Gano, who 
descended from a line of French 
Huguenots. The search for oil 
led to Houston, where Howard 
Jr., was born. 

With a partner, Walter Sharp, 
Hughes Sr. leased land in the 
Goose Creek oil field which had 
produced several gushers. The 
two men found their potential 
fortune overlaid by a stratum 
of rock that the fishtail bits used 
by drillers in those days couldn't 
penetrate.

To do the trick, Hughes de- 
veloped a conical bit that 
chewed through granite with 
ease and began producing it 
with his partner. 

The bit is the seed of the 
Hughes fortune. The business 
prospered from the beginning 
and Howard Jr. grew up in easy 
circumstances. 

A quiet, reserved boy whose 
curiosity fostered mechanical in- 
genuity, his rearing was a mix- 
ture of severity and indulgence. 
His father demanded good school 
work, obedience and courteous 
manners and, within reason, 
granted most of his wishes. 


They weren’t excessive. When 
the boy wanted a ‘‘wireless”’ set 
he didn’t pester his father but 
fashioned one from odds and 
ends. Later, he acquired an 
elaborate receiver and transmit- 
ter, licensed under the call let- 
ters 5CY. Without realizing it, 
at 14 he passed a milestone. 


A pupil at the Fessenden 
School in Boston, he was taken 
by his father to New London, 
Conn., for the Harvard-Yale boat 
race, with the promise of any- 
thing he wanted if Harvard won. 

Instead of choosing a sailboat 
or canoe, the boy asked for a 
flight in an old seaplane a pilot 
had anchored in the Thames 
river. Hughes remembers the in- 
cident vividly. 

“That was my first contact 
with flying,” he recalls. “I re- 
member the plane very well. It 
was a Curtiss, single-hull flying 
boat and the engine was over- 
head. It was a biplane and I am 
quite sure it was a pusher, with 
the engine ahead of the propel- 
lor. If I remember correctly, it 
was an OX-5 V-8.” 

Sometime later he won permis- 
sion to take flying lessons. 


When most young sports of his 
day were learning to drive auto- 
mobiles, Hughes has become an 
accomplished flyer. He still re- 
gards himself primarily as a 
pilot. 

His mother died when he was 
17. He had graduated from 
Thacher School in Ojai, Calif., 
and was taking special courses 
at Cal Tech while waiting to 
enter Rice Institute in Houston 
when his world turned topsy- 
turvy. 

Unexpectedly, when he was 
19, his father died. Under an 
old will, the son shared the 
estate (officially valued at 
$650,000) with his father’s 
brother, novelist Ruper Hughes, 
and other relatives. So much 
for the legend of the teen-age 
multimillionaire. 

Remembering his father’s ad- 
monition against partners, he 
borrowed money to buy out the 
relatives’ interest in the Hughes 
Tool Co. From that day, not a 
share has slipped out of his 
hands. 

As a minor, Hughes was not 
legally qualified to handle his 


contrary, Hughes regards him- 
self as a highly ineligible pros- 
pect. 

“Aside from my money,” he 
once asked a friend, ‘who'd 
want to marry me?” 

Nevertheless, there’s another 
hardy rumor—that he remarried 
years ago. Asked to confirm or 
deny, Hughes replies with a 
cryptic snort. 

Nowadays, standard criticism 
of Hughes refers to his procras- 
tination, his failure to keep in 
touch with subordinates, his dis- 
like of business routine. Right 
or wrong, the criticism wasn’t 
valid when he was thrown on his 
own resources. 

For a year or more he worked 
at the tool plant, making deci- 
sions with the sureness of a drill 
sergeant. He fired men three 
times his age, hired replace- 
ments just as confidently. 

Today, Hughes Tool is indis- 
pensible to the oil industry. It 
manufactures more than 400 
types and sizes of rock bits, some 
of which can drill four miles into 
the earth, chewing three feet a 


neers and metallurgists, his un- 
equalled sales and service force. 
The fact remains: Howard 
Hughes is president and sole 
owner. 

As his first organization-man 
year drew to a close, Hollywood 
beckoned. 

Hughes knew the film city, 
found its atmosphere fascinat- 
ing and, through friends of 
his father, gained admittance 
to its mysteries. The more he 
saw of it, the more he wanted 
to become a part of it. 

“If a man wanted to make a 
movie,” he is supposed to have 
asked Louis B. Mayer, the pro- 
ducer, “how would he go about 
it?”’ 

‘“‘Easy,”” Mayer asured him. 
“Hollywood's full of small studios 
to be bought or rented. Get your- 
self some sort of idea for a story, 
a camera and a few actors and 
start in.” 

It was the beginning of a career 
that even by Hollywood standards 
was slightly stupendous.

Birds’ Blood Temperatures 


By Ramon Coffman 


AMONG ALL FORMS of ani- 
mal life, birds have the warmest 
blood. Some of them have a 
blood temperature more than 12 
degrees above the normal tem- 
perature of a human being. 


Q. Which birds have the lowest 
blood temperature? 

A. Primitive birds such as the 
apteryx, the cassowary and the 
emu. The apteryx, a bird of New 
Zealand, has blood only two and 
a half degrees Fahrenheit warm- 
er than normal human blood. 
The emu has a temperature two 
degrees above the apteryx, and 
the same is true of the penguin. 


Q. Which birds have the high- 
est temperature in the bird 
group? 

A, Small, active flyers, includ- 
ing sparrows and warbiers. Their 
temperature sometimes is above 
111 degrees. A barnyard fowl his 
a temperature of about 106 de- 
grees. 

Q. Do all birds have feathers? 

A. The old saying is true—“a 
bird is known by its feathers.” 
All full-grown birds have feath- 
ers. A baby bird may start out 
with down or a bare skin, but it 
grows feathers before long.
